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1.0       OVERVIEW 

This  is  the  first  annual  report  on  environmental  convictions  obtained  by  the  Ministry  of 
the  Environment  (MOE)  in  Ontario.  This  report  provides  a  comprehensive  listing  of 
environmental  convictions  from  1991  and  highlights  a  number  of  notable  convictions. 

In  addition  to  1991  listings,  this  report  covers  a  number  of  other  significant 
environmental  convictions  from  the  years  1990  and  1992  (through  the  end  of  May). 
Included  are  precedent  setting  judgments  and  those  with  noteworthy  sentences. 


2.0       INTRODUCTION 

The  natural  environment  is  at  a  crucial  point  in  time.  For  years  it  has  been  used  and 
abused  in  the  name  of  economic  prosperity.  Little  consideration  was  given  to  the  long- 
term  effects  of  our  actions  upon  the  environment. 

In  recent  years,  however,  public  opinion  on  the  environment  has  dramatically  shifted, 
reflecting  a  renewed  awareness  and  concern  for  both  its  health  and  our  own.  People  now 
realize  that  long-term  economic  prosperity  must  be  reached  in  concert  with  a  healthy 
environment  and  not  at  its  expense. 

In  an  effort  to  better  inform  Ontarians  of  the  ministry's  enforcement  activities  and  to 
increase  pressure  on  polluters  to  prevent  pollution  in  the  province,  the  ministry  has 
developed  this  annual  convictions  report:    Offences  Against  the  Environment. 

While  many  individuals  and  companies  are  charged  each  year  under  environmental 
legislation  in  Ontario,  this  report  focuses  on  convictions  and  sentences.  Readers  should 
note  that  many  convictions  achieved  in  1991  were  the  result  of  legal  actions  initiated  in 
previous  years. 


3.0   BACKGROUND 

Environmental  protection  in  Ontario  is  guided  by  five  acts:  the  Environmental  Protection 
Act  (EPA),  the  Ontario  Water  Resources  Act  (OWRA),  the  Pesticides  Act  (PA),  the 
Environmental  Assessment  Act  (EAA)  and  the  Niagara  Escarpment  Planning  and 
Development  Act  (NEPDA).  Together,  they  form  the  legal  foundation  for  pollution 
prevention  and  control  in  Ontario.  Each  year,  the  Ontario  Ministry  of  the  Environment 
actively  enforces  these  laws  and  regulations. 

To  be  effective,  environmental  laws  must  be  enforced  in  a  timely  and  consistent  manner. 
Investigations  leading  to  enforcement  through  administrative  action  or  prosecution  under 
these  laws  can  be  triggered  in  a  variety  of  ways.  These  include  public  complaints,  the 
reporting  of  spills,  notification  of  an  incident  by  industry,  discovery  by  MOE 
investigators  and/or  through  inspections  by  MOE  officers. 

Investigations  can  also  be  triggered  through  aerial  detection  by  MOEs  Operation 
Skywatch,  an  investigations  unit  staffed  by  volunteer  women  pilots.  Known  as  the  99s 
(after  the  99  women  pilots  who  answered  Amelia  Earhart's  call  to  form  a  women's 
airborne  squadron),  the  pilots  average  150  hours  of  volunteer  flight  time  per  year 
monitoring  the  environment  for  Operation  Skywatch. 

The  purpose  of  the  Environmental  Protection  Act,  as  stated  in  the  act,  "is  to  provide  for 
the  protection  and  conservation  of  the  natural  environment".  To  achieve  this  end,  the 
Minister  of  the  Environment  is  empowered  to  administer  and  enforce  its  provisions.  This 
can  take  the  form  of  monitoring,  taking  administrative  abatement  action  or  prosecuting 
polluters.  Many  times  it  includes  all  three  in  the  ministry's  efforts  to  get  tough  with 
polluters. 


The  Environmental  Protection  Act  states  that: 


No  person  shall  discharge  into  the  natural  environment  any  coraaminant,  and  no 
person  responsible  for  a  source  of  contaminant  shall  permit  the  discharge  into  the 
natural  environment  of  any  contaminant  from  the  source  of  contaminant,  in  an 
amount,  concentration  or  level  in  excess  of  that  prescribed  by  the  regulations. 

R.S.O.  1990,  C.E.19,  s.6(l). 


Despite  any  other  provision  of  this  Act  or  the  regulations,  no  person  shall 
discharge  a  contaminant  or  cause  or  permit  the  discharge  of  a  contaminant  into 
the  natural  environment  that  causes  or  is  likely  to  cause  an  adverse  effect. 

R.S.O.  1990,  C.E.19,  s.l4(l). 


It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Minister  and  the  Ministry  of  the  Environment  to  uphold 
these  provisions. 

In  response  to  the  increasing  profile  of  environmental  legal  activity  in  Ontario,  the 
Ministry  of  the  Environment  will  now  report  on  environmental  convictions  on  an  annual 
basis. 


Two  branches  of  the  environment  ministry  are  responsible  for  enforcing  Ontario 's 
environmental  protection  laws.  These  are  the  Investigations  and  Enforcement  Branch 
(lEB)  and  the  Legal  Services  Branch  (LSB). 


3.1       The  Investigations  and  Enforcement  Branch  (lEB) 

The  Ministry  of  the  Environment's  Investigations  and  Enforcement  Branch  was 
formed  in  1985. 

Prior  to  1985,  there  was  a  special  investigative  unit  of  13  members  functioning 
as  part  of  the  abatement  program  within  the  ministry.  The  formation  of  the 
branch  established  an  enlarged  and  independent  enforcement  arm  for  the 
environment  ministry.  The  Investigations  and  Enforcement  Branch  is  responsible 
for  enforcement  of  all  environmental  legislation  for  the  ministry.  Currently,  lEB 
has  58  investigators  and  7  enforcement  officers. 

Two  objectives  reflect  the  basis  of  the  branch's  mandate: 

1)  to    conduct    investigations    of   and    prepare    prosecutions    for    illegal 
environmental  activities  in  the  public  and  private  sector,  and 

2)  to  supply  the  necessary  information  to  crown  prosecutors  to  bring  cases 
before  the  courts. 


3.2       The  Legal  Services  Branch  (LSB) 

The  Legal  Services  Branch  determines  which  cases  should  go  forward  for 
prosecution,  based  on  evidence  collected  by  ministry  Investigations  and 
Enforcement  Branch  officers,  and  the  interests  of  the  due  administration  of 
justice. 


Branch  lawyers  conduct  prosecutions  under  provincial  environmental  legislation. 
In  addition,  they  counsel  at  environmental  hearings  and  provide  solicitors' 
services,  including  drafting  of  contracts  and  settling  of  claims. 

It  should  be  noted  that  when  conducting  prosecutions,  Legal  Services  Branch 
lawyers  are  accountable  to  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General,  not  the  Ministry 
of  the  Environment.  Environment  ministry  policies  play  an  important  role  in  the 
evidence  led  at  environmental  trials;  however,  the  directives  and  guidelines  for 
the  maintenance  and  conduct  of  prosecutions  are  those  of  the  Ministry  of  the 
Attorney  General. 


4.0       ENVIRONMENTAL  CONVICTIONS  IN  1991 


1991  had  the  highest  number  of  environmental  convictions  since  the  ministry's 
Investigations  and  Enforcement  Branch  was  created  in  1985. 


In  general,  environmental  cases  are  taking  longer  now  than  in  previous  years.  Fines  are 
bigger  and  individuals  are  increasingly  being  held  responsible  for  the  actions  of  their 
companies.  In  fact,  Ontario  has  been  focusing  on  the  individual  more  often  than  the 
federal  government  or  other  provinces. 

Charges  are  laid  and  convictions  obtained  based  on  environmental  legislation  (see  3.0 
Background).  Since  the  Investigations  and  Enforcement  Branch  was  formed  in  1985, 
there  has  been  almost  a  four-fold  increase  in  the  number  of  prosecutions  initiated  and 
convictions  obtained  by  the  ministry. 


4.1       Total  Convictions 


In  1991.  total  convictions  increased  bv  30%  over  1990. 


In  court,  cases  are  presented  in  the  form  of  a  Crown  Brief  (see  Figure  1,  Crown 
Brief  Structure).  Each  Crown  Brief  may  contain  evidence  in  support  of  one  or 
more  charges  against  one  or  more  defendants.  The  defendants  may  be  individuals 
or  companies. 

For  example,  if  a  spill  occurred  at  an  industrial  site,  the  company  and  individual 
officers  of  the  company  could  all  be  charged.  Subsequently,  each  case  can  have 
more  than  one  individual  or  company  convicted. 


In  1991: 

the  total  number  of  case  convictions  (Crown  Briefs)  was  272. 

of  the  convictions  in  these  272   cases,   there   were   485  separate 
convictions  (including  multiple  convictions  within  Crown  Briefs). 

Of  this  total  (485),  244  individuals  and  241  companies  were  convicted. 


Summaries  comparing  the  Ministry's  1991  enforcement  activities  with  those  of 
1990  show  the  following:  total  prosecutions  initiated  increased  by  18%, 
convictions  increased  by  30%  and  fines  increased  by  9%  (see  Figure  2,  Annual 
Enforcement  Summary).

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4.2       Individual  Responsibility 

In  1986,  provisions  were  enacted  by  the  Ontario  Legislature  in  the  Environmental 
Protection  Act  that  addressed  the  question  of  personal  liability  for  corporate 
officers  and  directors.    The  provisions  read  as  follows: 


(1)  Every  director  or  officer  of  a  corporation  that  engages  in  an 
activity  that  may  result  in  the  discharge  of  a  contaminant  into  the 
natural  environment  contrary  to  this  Act  or  the  regulations  has  a 
duty  to  take  all  reasonable  care  to  prevent  the  corporation  from 
causing  or  permitting  such  unlawful  discharge. 

(2)  Every  person  who  has  a  duty  under  subsection  (1)  and  who  fails  to 
carry  out  that  duty  is  guilty  of  an  offence. 

(3)  A  director  or  officer  of  a  corporation  is  liable  to  conviction  under 
this  section  whether  or  not  the  corporation  has  been  prosecuted  or 
convicted. 

R.S.O.  1990,  C.E.19,  s.194. 


As  a  result  of  these  provisions,  more  and  more  environmental  prosecutions  are 
resulting  in  the  conviction  of  individuals  as  well  as  companies.  This  means  that 
senior  staff  are  being  held  personally  responsible  for  their  company's  actions. 
Prosecutors  are  thinking  not  only  in  terms  of  fines,  but  also  in  terms  of  jail  terms. 
Unlike  a  fine,  a  jail  term  cannot  be  passed  on  to  someone  else. 
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In  many  cases,  both  company  and  senior  management  are  charged  and  convicted 
as  p^  of  one  Crown  Brief.  The  message  from  the  courts  is  clear  that  corporate 
directors  can  no  longer  hide  behind  their  corporate  veil.  Individual  convictions 
are  likely  to  continue  to  increase  in  the  coming  years. 


The  following  are  some  examples  of  sentences  handed  down  by  the  courts 
in  1991  which  include  fines  against  company  officials. 

4.2.1    Les  Mines  Camchib  Inc.  and  144587  Canada  Inc. 

On  June  5,  1991,  a  provincial  court  levied  a  total  of  $109,000  in  fines 
against  Les  Mines  Camchib  Inc.,  144587  Canada  Inc.,  its  president  Jean- 
Guy  Pronovost  and  its  agent  René  Paquin.  The  numerous  fines  were 
assessed  for  a  series  of  PCB  waste  legislation  violations. 

Les  Mines  Camchib  Inc.,  a  subsidiary  of  Campbell  Resources  Inc.,  is  the 
owner  of  the  Midlothian  Mine  site  in  the  district  of  Temiskaming.  Les 
Mines  Camchib  Inc.  asked  144587  Canada  Inc.  of  Trois-Rivières,  Québec, 
to  dispose  of  all  the  PCB  waste  on  the  site  of  the  mine.  The  PCB  waste 
included  47  capacitors  (devices  used  to  store  electric  charges)  and  a 
transformer. 

On  September  22,  1990,  a  site  inspection  by  Ministry  of  the  Environment 
officers  revealed  that  the  capacitors  had  disappeared.  Mr.  Paquin  claimed 
that  the  capacitors  had  been  stolen.  However,  Mr.  Paquin  had  previously 
asked  an  auctioneer  to  list  the  equipment  as  sold.  Despite  an  intensive 
search,  the  capacitors  containing  PCBs  have  never  been  found. 

Jean-Guy  Pronovost  was  fined  a  total  of  $22,000,  René  Paquin  was  fined 
a  total  of  $17,000,  Les  Mines  Camchib  Inc.  was  fined  $10,000  and 
144587  Canada  Inc.  was  fined  a  total  of  $60,000. 
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4.2.2    Scandia  Metal  Finishing  Limited 

On  November  5,  1991,  Scandia  Metal  Finishing  Limited  and  its  director 
John  Bowman  were  fined  a  total  of  $11,000  at  the  Ontario  Provincial 
Court  in  London. 

At  the  company's  metal  plating  operation  a  number  of  drums  containing 
cadmium  and  cyanide  solution  spilled  into  a  catch  basin  emptying  into 
Pottersburg  Creek. 

The  company  and  Mr.  Bowman  were  convicted  for  failing  to  report  the 
spill  and  fined  $5,000  and  $1,000  respectively.  Mr.  Bowman  was  also 
convicted  in  his  capacity  as  director  for  failing  to  exercise  reasonable  care 
to  prevent  the  spill.  For  this  he  was  fined  an  additional  $5,000.  In 
sentencing,  the  court  took  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  company  had 
spent  approximately  $200,000  in  improving  its  waste  water  treatment  and 
on  other  environmental  practices. 


4.2.3    Decern  Medical  Waste  Systems  Inc.  and  Decom  Transport  Inc. 

On  November  18,  1991,  Decom  Medical  Waste  Systems  Inc.,  Decom 
Transport  Inc.  and  an  employee,  David  Baker,  were  fined  a  total  of 
$63,000.  The  fines  resulted  from  a  series  of  violations  of  Certificates  of 
Approval  in  the  handling  of  biomedical  waste  and  improperly  operating 
a  biomedical  waste  transfer  station. 

Decom  Medical  Waste  Systems  Inc.  operated  a  waste  transfer  station  in 
Etobicoke.  One  condition  of  the  Certificate  of  Approval  required  that 
biomedical  waste  be  stored  at  a  temperature  of  4  degrees  centigrade  or 
lower.    A  March  1990  inspection  revealed  that  during  a  period  of  warm 
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weather,  29  trailers  containing  biomedical  waste  exceeded  the  4  degree 
limit.  Another  condition  placed  a  time  limit  on  the  storage  of  waste  at  48 
hours.  Further  inspection  revealed  that  many  trailers  had  been  stored  on- 
site  for  several  weeks. 

Decom  Medical  Waste  Systems  Inc.  was  fined  $25,000  for  not 
refrigerating  biomedical  waste  and  $25,000  for  storing  waste  longer  than 
48  hours.  Decom  Transport  Inc.  was  fined  $5,000  for  failing  to  train  a 
driver  and  $5,000  for  storing  waste  contrary  to  procedures  set  out  in  the 
Certificate  of  Approval. 

David  Baker  was  fined  $1,000  for  each  of  the  following  three  counts:  1) 
not  refrigerating  biomedical  waste;  2)  storing  biomedical  waste  longer 
than  48  hours;  and  3)  storing  hazardous  waste  without  a  Certificate  of 
Approval.  On  a  fourth  count,  storing  of  non-hazardous  waste,  Mr.  Baker 
has  also  been  prohibited  from  engaging  in  waste  or  environmental  work 
and  has  been  required  to  do  100  hours  of  community  work  through  a  one- 
year  probation  order. 


4.2.4    Produce  Processors  Limited 

On  February  21,  1991,  Produce  Processors  Limited,  its  president,  Eben 
James,  and  vice-president,  Mawnan  Fraser  James,  were  fined  a  total  of 
$23,000  for  offences  under  the  Ontario  Water  Resources  Act. 

The  company,  which  runs  a  large  vegetable  processing  operation, 
discharged  waste  water  that  impaired  water  quality  in  a  creek  flowing 
through  its  property.  The  creek  led  to  a  reservoir  which  was  part  of  the 
City  of  Trenton's  drinking  water  supply.  The  discharge  occurred  due  to 
a  backup  in  the  plant's  waste  water  system. 

Produce  Processors  Limited  was  fined  a  total  of  $18,000.  The  president 
and  vice-president  were  each  fined  $2,500. 
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4.3       Total  Fines 


In  financial  terms,  a  total  of  $2.575.145  in  fines  was  levied,  up  from 
$2.304.455  in  1990. 

Single  fines  ranged  from  $50  for  throwing  a  styrofoam  cup  out  of  a  car  window, 
to  $100,000  for  illegally  operating  an  incinerator  causing  adverse  environmental 
effects.  In  the  latter  case,  a  total  of  $205,000  in  fines  was  assessed  by  the  courts 
on  counts  relating  to  this  incident  (see  4.3.1   Swedfum  Canada  Ltd.). 

While  total  fines  have  increased  each  year  since  the  ministry  first  began  keeping 
annual  records  in  1985/86,  total  fines  are  not  an  accurate  determiner  of  success 
in  environmental  prosecutions.  The  shift  towards  creative  sentencing  is  an 
important  consideration  when  reviewing  environmental  convictions. 


4.3.1    Swedfum  Canada  Ltd. 

On  February  5,  1991,  Swedfum  Canada  Ltd.  was  fined  a  total  of 
$200,000  and  its  president,  Bjom  Poke  Alfredsson,  was  fined  $5,000  for 
total  fines  of  $205,000.  This  was  the  highest  total  fine  levied  for  an 
environmental  offence  in  1991. 

The  charges  related  to  solvent  emissions  and  improper  wood-burning  and 
waste  storage  practices  at  its  wood  furniture  manufacturing  plant  in 
Fenelon  Falls.  The  court  found  that  the  company  installed  a  wood- 
burning  unit  in  December  1988  which  emitted  smoke  and  odours.  Before 
contacting  the  Ministry  of  the  Environment,  residents  complained  directly 
to  the  company  about  smoke  emissions  from  the  unit,  as  well  as  odours 
from  solvents  and  other  wastes  stored  on  the  property.  The  company  took 
no  effective  action  to  improve  the  situation. 
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The  ministry  notified  the  company  that  a  Certificate  of  Approval  was 
required  for  the  wood-burning  unit.  The  court  found  that  Swedfum 
operated  the  equipment  for  31  days  after  the  notification.  The  company 
was  fined  $2,000  for  each  day  and  $10,000  for  installing  the  unit  without 
approval. 

Swedfum  was  also  fined  $12,500  on  each  of  eight  charges  related  to 
smoke  and  odour  emissions  from  the  plant.  Leaking  drums  filled  with 
hazardous  waste  that  were  stored  on  the  property  led  to  additional  fines 
of  $25,000  for  illegal  storage  of  wastes  and  $2,500  for  storing  them  for 
longer  than  three  months  without  notifying  the  ministry. 


4.4       Sentencing 


Sentences  in  1991  included  a  number  of  large  fines  and  milestones.  Of 
particular  interest,  is  the  shift  towards  "creative  sentencing"  of  convicted  parties, 
(sentences  that  differ  from,  or  are  in  addition  to,  jail  terms  or  cash  fines),  which 
continued  in  1991.  This  type  of  sentencing  is  gaining  momentum  in 
environmental  law  as  the  courts  look  for  more  appropriate  ways  to  make 
convicted  offenders  pay  their  debt  to  society  by  directly  helping  the  environment 
they  harmed. 

It  used  to  be  that  an  individual  or  company  convicted  of  an  offence  under 
environmental  legislation  in  Ontario  received  either  a  fine,  a  possible  jail  term, 
or  both.  However,  as  awareness  of  the  increased  pressures  on  the  natural 
environment  heightens,  the  legal  system,  like  many  others,  has  recognized  that 
it  is  important  to  take  measures  to  restore  the  damage  done  to  the  environment 
whenever  possible. 
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This  section  offers  a  number  of  good  examples  of  the  growing  trend  towards 
creative  ways  of  making  guilty  parties  pay  for  their  crimes  against  the 
environment.  These  sentences  serve  to  enhance  the  environment  harmed  in 
Ontario. 

The  following  are  some  examples  of  creative  sentences  handed  down  by  the 
courts  in  1991  and  recent  years.  Included  are  examples  of  sentences  that  directly 
benefit  the  environment  and  affected  communities  through  restoration,  education 
or  other  programs. 


4.4.1    Restoration  of  the  Natural  Environment 

a)         Karson  Kartage  &  Konstruction  Limited 

On  June  6,  1990,  Karson  Kartage  &  Konstruction  Limited  was  ordered  to 
pave  a  one  kilometre  stretch  of  road  leading  to  its  quarry  after  being 
convicted  of  unlawfully  permitting  the  discharge  of  a  contaminant  (dust) 
likely  to  have  an  adverse  effect  on  the  environment.  The  estimated  cost 
of  the  paving  was  $200,000.  (25  per  cent  of  the  $200,000  cost  for  the 
job,  which  had  to  be  completed  by  a  set  date,  was  paid  for  by  two 
townships  that  share  ownership  of  the  road.) 

In  addition  to  the  paving  order,  Karson  Kartage  &  Konstruction  Limited 
was  fined  $5,(X)0,  ordered  to  use  dust  suppression  methods  at  its  quarry 
consistent  with  industry  standards  and  ordered  to  advise  the  ministry  if  it 
planned  to  produce  concrete  stone  in  the  future.  The  concrete  stone 
process  used  at  the  quarry  is  particularly  dusty  and  utilizes  water 
suppression  (not  the  industry  standard  due  to  its  higher  production  costs). 
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Charges  arose  because  the  company's  trucks  passing  on  the  company's 
road  (unpaved  at  the  time),  were  generating  large  amounts  of  dust.  Dust 
was  also  generated  by  the  company's  crushing  operation  and  from  a 
stockpile  of  the  product.  The  dust,  it  was  argued,  caused  respiratory 
problems  in  hunter  and  jumper  horses  at  an  adjacent  horse  breeding  farm. 
The  Crown  had  expert  evidence  showing  that  the  dust  caused  respiratory 
problems  in  the  horses  which  meant  they  could  no  longer  be  ridden  or 
walked  in  northern  portions  of  the  property.  In  addition,  the  most 
promising  horses  had  to  be  stabled  away  from  the  contaminated  area. 


b)        Philip  Earl  PeUtier 

Philip  Earl  PeUtier,  owner  of  Sandhill  Developments  Ltd. ,  was  fined  $500 
and  ordered  to  clean  up  waste  illegally  deposited  on  site  and  restore  the 
environment  to  its  original  state.  The  order  also  required  the  company  to 
provide  a  report  for  ministry  approval  on  how  the  waste  was  going  to  be 
cleaned  up,  followed  by  a  qualified  consulting  engineer's  report  certifying 
that  all  waste  had  been  removed  from  the  land. 


4.4.2    Enviromnental  Scholarships 

a)         Canadian  Pacific  Ltd. 

Canadian  Pacific  Ltd.  was  ordered  to  establish  environmental  scholarships 
worth  $30,000  at  Lakehead  University  under  section  71(2)  of  the  Ontario 
Water  Resources  Act.   This  was  in  addition  to  a  $5,000  fine. 

Canadian  Pacific  was  convicted  of  spilling  oil  into  the  Kaministiquia  River 
at  Thunder  Bay.

The  conviction  was  the  result  of  a  March  1988  incident  in  which  Canadian 
Pacific  employees  de-activated  a  skimmer  used  to  handle  excess  oil  at  the 
company's  train  yard.  An  unknown  quantity  of  oil  accumulated  and 
overflowed  into  the  nearby  Kaministiquia  River.  The  court  also  ordered 
Canadian  Pacific  to  notify  all  directors  and  officers  of  the  company  about 
the  conviction  and  sentence. 


Note:    As  of  publication,  this  conviction  is  presently  under  appeal  by  the 
defendant.  No  appeal  has  been  taken  with  respect  to  the  sentence. 


4.4.3    Set-up  of  a  Trust  Fund 


a)         Percy  Pyper  Limited 


Percy  Pyper  Limited  was  in  the  business  of  operating  a  gravel  pit. 
Between  April  1988  and  June  1989,  the  company  deposited  waste 
including,  rubble,  wood  chips,  plastic  and  household  refuse  into  the  gravel 
pit. 

As  a  result,  the  company  was  ordered  to  deposit  $21,000  in  trust  to  be 
used  for  remedial  action  to  clean  up  the  site.  Instead  of  a  usual  fine,  the 
company's  penalty  would  go  directly  towards  remedial  action  to  clean-up 
the  site.  Percy  Pyper  Ltd.  was  also  required  to  conduct  a  groundwater 
investigation  on  the  site  and  to  take  remedial  action,  if  necessary,  no  later 
than  May  15,  1992. 
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4.4.4    Set-up  of  a  Training  Program 

a)         American  Barrick  Resources  Corporation 

On  June  15,  1989,  American  Barrick  Resources  Corporation  was 
convicted  under  the  Ontario  Water  Resources  Act  and  fined  $10,000  for 
a  spill  which  took  place  in  1988. 

A  spill  of  1700-2000  gallons  of  fuel  oil  occurred  when  a  shift  mechanic 
was  filling  the  oil  tank  of  a  rental  generator  from  the  main  oil  tank  using 
a  small  pump.  While  this  operation  was  under  way,  the  mechanic  left  and 
went  to  do  something  else.  However  the  mechanic  forgot  to  shut  off  the 
pump.  Several  days  later  the  company  noticed  fuel  oil  in  the  sewage 
treatment  plant  and  began  to  take  action  to  clean  up  the  spill. 

Following  a  site  inspection,  it  was  discovered  that  some  oil  was  reaching 
a  creek  that  drained  in  the  Mattawasaga  River.  The  company  erected  a 
plank  dam  in  the  creek  to  contain  the  oil  and  hired  an  outside  spills  clean- 
up firm  to  provide  emergency  services  and  decontaminate  the  site. 

The  clean-up  cost  $27,871,  plus  $5,000  in  labour.  It  was  not  until  four 
days  after  the  valve  had  been  left  unattended  that  the  company  notified  the 
Ministry  of  the  Environment. 

During  the  investigation  undertaken  by  the  ministry's  Investigations  and 
Enforcement  Branch,  there  was  no  evidence  that  staff  at  the  company 
knew  how  to  respond  to  a  spill  such  as  the  one  that  occurred.  In  addition 
to  the  conviction,  American  Barrick  Resources  Corporation  voluntarily 
undertook  to  develop  procedures  for  an  employee  training  program  in 
spills  response  activity.  The  training  sessions  had  to  be  taken  by  all 
employees  over  a  two  month  period.

b)        Cronkwright  Transport  Limited 

In  a  case  similar  to  American  Barrick  Resources  Corporation  (see  4.4.4 
a)),  Cronkwright  Transport  Ltd.  was  fined  $10,000  and  was  ordered  to  set 
up  a  spills  response  program  as  part  of  a  company-wide  environmental 
policy. 


4.4.5    Profit  Stripping 

a)         Phoenix  Powder  Coating  Inc. 

The  case  of  Phoenix  Powder  Coating  Inc.  was  the  first  major  example  of 
profit  stripping  as  a  result  of  an  environmental  conviction.  Profit 
stripping  means  that  the  company  was  fined  an  additional  amount  to 
reflect  the  profits  it  raised  as  a  result  of  the  illegal  actions  it  undertook. 

On  August  13,  1991,  Phoenix  Powder  Coating  Inc.  was  fined  a  total  of 
$30,000  for  discharging  liquid  industrial  waste  into  a  municipal  ditch  into 
Little  River  and  eventually  into  Lake  St.  Clair,  near  Windsor. 

At  sentencing,  the  Crown  led  evidence  that  the  disposal  costs  during  the 
offence  period  would  have  been  85 C  per  gallon.  The  president  of  the 
company  admitted  that  the  company  probably  generated  between  12,000 
to  16,000  gallons  of  liquid  industrial  waste  during  the  offence  period.  To 
address  the  money  saved  by  the  company's  illegal  actions,  the  Crown 
asked  the  Court  to  impose  an  additional  penalty  under  Section  70  of  the 
OWRA.  The  Court  did  increase  the  fine  by  $16,000  to  reflect  the  savings 
of  the  company. 
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4.4.6    False  Information 

a)         754644  Ontario  Ud. 

(carrying  on  business  as  Nicholson's  Waste  Haulage) 

On  sentences  handed  down  on  June  7  and  July  11,  1991,  754644  Ontario 
Ltd.,  its  owner  Patrick  Aldon  Nicholson  and  Carl  Edward  Fink  were  fined 
$5,000,  $2,500  and  $1,000  respectively.  Patrick  Nicholson  and  Carl  Fink 
were  charged  with  providing  false  information  to  a  provincial  officer. 
Mr.  Nicholson  had  advised  provincial  officer,  Ron  Schwindt,  that  Mr. 
Fink  had  picked  up  oil  from  a  leaking  tanker  and  disposed  of  it  in  an 
underground  tank.  Further  investigation  revealed  that  the  oil  had  been 
taken  to  Mr.  Weber's  property  where  it  had  been  burned  in  a  furnace. 


4.4.7    Unlawfully  Transporting  Hazardous  Waste 

a)         Estée  Lauder  Cosmetics  Ltd. 

On  August  22,  1991,  Estée  Lauder  Cosmetics  Ltd.  was  fined  $3,000  for 
unlawfully  transferring  hazardous  waste.  In  this  case,  Estée  Lauder  failed 
to  use  applicable  identification  numbers  when  transferring  waste  nail 
lacquers  (polish)  from  its  plant  in  Agincourt, 
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5.0       OTHER  SIGNmCANT  ENVmONMENfTAL  CONVICTIONS 

The  previous  section  covered  environmental  convictions  and  statistics  from  previous 
years.  In  this  section,  examples  are  provided  for  significant  environmental  convictions 
from  1990  and  1992  (through  the  end  of  May  1992). 


5.1       Landmark  Judgement  in  1990 

5.1.1    First  Jail  Term  For  A  Provincial  Environmental  Offence 

On  June  22,  1990,  George  Crowe  was  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail'  for 
discharging  a  substance  into  Ontario's  water  which  might  impair  the 
quality  of  water  (s.  16  (1)  of  the  OWRA).  Mr.  Crowe  was  the  first 
individual  to  receive  a  jail  term  for  an  environmental  offence  in  Ontario^. 
A  concurrent  sentence  of  three  months  was  also  handed  down  for 
discharging  a  contaminant  likely  to  adversely  affect  the  environment  (s. 
13  (l)(a)  EPA),  and  for  operating  a  waste  disposal  site  without  approval 
(s.  27  (b)  EPA).  In  addition,  the  parent  company,  Blackbird  Holdings 
Limited,  was  fined  $30,000  on  each  of  the  three  counts  for  a  total  of 
$90,000  in  fines. 

Mr.  Crowe  was  found  to  have  accepted  over  120  drums  of  toxic  chemicals 
and  disposed  of  these  drums  on  his  private  property.  The  drum  contents 
subsequenUy  leached  into  the  local  groundwater.  This  forced  neighbours 
to  resort  to  drinking  bottied  water  instead  of  water  drawn  from  their 
private  wells.  While  there  was  no  proven  link  to  health  problems,  a  risk 
was  created.  Evidence  showed  that  property  values  in  the  area 
plummeted. 
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In  addition,  there  was  evidence  that  the  Mr.  Crowe  had  entered  into  a 
contract  with  the  supplier  of  the  drums  under  which  the  supplier  assumed 
no  responsibility  for  the  drums  once  they  were  transferred  to  Mr.  Crowe. 
This  illustrated  that  Mr.  Crowe  had  been  reckless  with  respect  to  the  risks 
involved.  During  the  trial  Mr.  Crowe  showed  little  remorse  for  his 
actions  as  he  testified  that  he  did  not  dispose  of  the  drums  on  his  property 
and  attempted  to  cast  blame  elsewhere.  The  prosecution  has  noted  that  the 
combination  of  the  adverse  effects  to  the  environment,  a  knowledge  of 
what  he  was  doing,  a  profit  motive  and  an  absence  of  remorse  all  led  to 
the  sentence  of  a  jail  term. 


NOTES: 


In  May  1991,  Mr.  Crowe's  jail  sentence  was  appealed  and  reduced 
from  six  months  to  15  days. 

There  has  been  a  jail  sentence  in  Ontario  in  proceedings  related  to 
an  environmental  case.  In  this  case,  however,  an  electroplater 
who  violated  a  municipal  law  was  sent  to  prison  for  contempt  of 
court.  After  40  convictions  for  violating  Metro  Toronto  sewer  use 
by-laws,  the  court  granted  a  prohibition  order  under  the  Municipal 
Act  against  B.E.S.T.  Platings  Shoppe  Ltd.  After  four  further 
convictions,  Metro  commenced  contempt  of  court  proceedings 
against  the  corporation  and  its  president  Mr.  Sapius.  The  court 
sentenced  Mr.  Sapius  to  a  term  of  six  months  imprisonment 
finding  that  there  had  been  a  blatant  disregard  of  a  court  order 
over  a  period  of  five  months. 
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5.2       SigniTicant  Judgements  in  1992  (to  May  22,  1992) 


5.2.1    Bata  Industries  Ltd. 

On  February  7,  1992,  what  may  have  been  a  precedent-setting  decision  on 
director's  liability  was  handed  down  by  Provincial  Judge  E.  Ormston. 
Bata  President  Douglas  Marchant  and  Vice-President  Keith  Weston  were 
found  guilty  under  the  director's  liability  section  of  the  Ontario  Water 
Resources  Act. 

Total  fines  of  $144,000  were  levied  against  the  company  and  the  two 
directors  for  discharging  toxic  industrial  waste  from  the  Bata  Footwear 
Division  plant  in  the  village  of  Batawa  near  Trenton.  Justice  Edward 
Ormston  determined  that  Mr.  Weston,  general  manager  of  the  plant,  and 
Mr.  Marchant,  president  of  Bata  Industries  Ltd.,  failed  in  their  roles  as 
company  directors  to  prevent  discharges  from  a  drum  storage  facility  on 
the  Bata  property. 

Bata  was  ordered  to  pay  $60,000  to  the  Centre  and  South  Hastings  Waste 
Management  Board  to  assist  in  funding  the  Reduce/Return  Strategy  for 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  in  Centre  and  South  Hastings.  This  group 
represents  17  municipalities  and  runs  a  program  called  "Toxic  Taxi,"  a 
home  pick-up  service  for  chemicals. 

The  judge  further  ordered  Bata  to  pay  an  additional  $60,000  to  the 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of  the  province.  Each  of  the  two  Bata 
officers  were  fined  $12,000.  The  judge  noted  he  would  have  preferred  to 
blend  the  fine  with  probation  and  community  service  orders.  However, 
the  two  officers  had  been  transferred  to  Malaysia. 
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Other  aspects  of  the  sentencing  included  ordering  the  corporation  to 
publish  the  facts  leading  to  the  conviction  in  their  international  newsletter. 
They  also  had  to:  a)  publish  the  proper  standards  for  toxic  waste  storage 
in  their  Technical  and  Advisory  Circular  for  worldwide  distribution  to  all 
Bata  companies;  b)  place  a  caution  on  their  land  warning  future  purchasers 
of  environmental  damage;  c)  not  pay  the  officers'  fines  for  them;  and  d) 
make  environmental  issues  a  mandatory  agenda  item  in  all  Board  of 
Directors  meetings  for  the  two-year  probationary  term. 

The  following  comments  were  made  by  Justice  Ormston  in  the  sentencing 
process.  These  are  in  relation  to  the  significance  of  corporate  economic 
survival: 


The  corporate  focus  was  on  survival.  The  same  situation  exists 
today  for  many  Ontario  corporations.  The  message  they  receive 
from  this  sentence  must  be  that  even  in  this  bleakest  of  financial 
times,  the  environment  must  not  be  a  sacrificial  lamb  on  the  altar 
of  corporate  survival. 


NOTE:      As  of  1  June  1992,  all  three  defendants  have  appealed  their 
sentences. 
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5.2.2    Erie  Battery  Inc. 

On  April  6,  1992,  Erie  Battery  Inc.  and  its  manager,  Taylor  George 
Gordon,  were  fined  $300,000  and  $25,000  respectively  for  offences 
relating  to  adverse  effects  on  the  environment. 

Located  in  Port  Colbome,  Erie  Battery  Inc.  is  in  the  business  of 
dismantling  automobile  batteries  and  selling  the  casings  as  scrap  metal  for 
reuse.  The  acid  waste  from  the  batteries  is  collected  into  pits  and  then 
pumped  to  an  acid  storage  tank  located  outside  the  plant.  From  there  a 
licensed  hauler  takes  the  liquid  waste  for  proper  disposal.  However  when 
Mr.  Gordon  became  manager  of  the  plant  he  used  students  to  pump  liquid 
from  two  pits  inside  the  building  to  a  loading  dock.  He  then  had  the  acid 
pumped  out  into  a  field.  The  students,  who  were  not  licensed  haulers, 
suffered  skin  irritation  as  a  result  of  handling  the  acid. 


5.2.3    Dow  Chemical  Canada  Inc. 

On  May  15,  1992,  Dow  Chemical  Canada  Inc.  was  ordered  to  pay  a  total 
of  $151,000  for  discharging  ethylbenzene  and  failing  to  report  the  spill  to 
the  Ministry  of  the  Environment.  At  the  time  of  sentencing,  this  was  the 
largest  fine  yet  imposed  on  a  company  in  the  area  known  as  the  Chemical 
Valley.  In  addition  to  a  $125,000  fine,  the  company  had  to  pay  the 
Ministry  of  the  Environment  $26,000  as  a  reimbursement  for  laboratory 
tests  it  conducted. 

Between  October  29  and  November  6,  1990,  3,600  kilograms  of 
ethylbenzene  escaped  onto  the  ground,  into  a  sewer  system  and  then  into 
the  St.  Clair  River,  during  a  pipeline  transfer  at  Dow  Chemical's  Plant  52 
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in  Samia.  Downstream  water  users  at  Wallaceburg  and  Walpole  Island 
had  their  water  supply  cut  off  due  to  contamination.  Schools,  hospitals, 
businesses  and  residential  homes  were  affected.  Water  supply  was  also 
shut  off  in  Algonac,  Michigan. 

The  incident  occurred  after  one  of  Dow  Chemical's  workers  disconnected 
a  metal  flexhose  and  left  it  open  while  working  on  a  job.  Another  worker 
opened  a  valve  that  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  ethylbenzene  transfer, 
resulting  in  a  discharge.
